Having  been  a  Oiild  Protective 
Services  (CPS)  worker  and 
later  an  adultprobetioa  officer 
with  a  soedabaed  aex  ofiender 
caaeioaa  I  can  assure  you  diat 
child  abuse  in  the  fetm  of  sexual 
moleatation  is  very  real 

I  conducted  bsmdreds  of 
investigatians  and  interviewB 
with  victhns,  child  molesters, 
and  numerous  mental  health 
counselors  over  the  course  of  to 
years  and  yes,  sudi  child  abuse 
actually  exiata  in  our  churches 
—  wtud)  should  not  come  as  a 
surprise,  because  our  ctaunhes 
are  made  up  of  frdlen  human  be¬ 
ings  who  me  in  a  fallen  world. 

As  I  reflect  on  my  experiences 
in  Texas  with  CPS  m  as  a  1^ 
bad^  officer,  several  thounits 
occur  to  me  that  should  hem 
Southern  Baptists  address  mis 
critical  issue. 

First,  we  must  reoogiw  that 
ths  ptoblam  is  rsal,  raot^ ‘out 
ther^*  but  even  in  our  (harcfaes. 

I  faced  this  reality  one  (fey  at  die 
probatim  office  when  a  man 
who  had  just  received  fekny 
ptobasion  for  sexual  abuse  of  a 
minor  walked  in  —  attd  he  waa 
from  my  own  cbunh! 

He  Im  been  a  schoolteacher 
and  veiy  active  in  tfae  Ufc  of  the 
church.  Even  with  aQ  nn  years 
of  experience,  rrty  irritial  readioa 
wss  to  not  believe  this  was  teaDy 
true,  but  it  was.  Not  only  did 
the  terms  of  his  probation  state 
he  oould  no  lon^  tmch,  but  H 
waa  made  dear  to  him  that  he 
could  never  again  have  airy  rale 
at  church  or  in  the  oomiiuinity 
involving  work  with  children. 

I  wwh  thia  were  the  only  case 
I  had  encountered  mvolving 
members  of  evangelical  diurch- 
ea,  but  it  wasn't

Each  term  rapre- 
sents  die  image  of  an  individual 
who  attempte  to  exploit  some¬ 
one  else  for  peisoiud  gain  us^ 
deception  to  cany  out  his  or  her 
purposes.
